GRAMPS HARD TIMES.

lo 1833 j ast after ins old Mexican ac- 
q oslo lance, Franklin Pierce, had been 
elected President, Grant was ordered to 
Uke command of hie company at Fort 
Humboldt, In Northern California, a lovely 
place, at least 200 miles above San Fran­ 
cisco. While on a visit to San Francisco 
from thia point, he and three other officers 
leased a billiard room in that city for the 
high rent of $590 a month. It was de­ 
signed to be a sort of dub for army officers 
and a good dees of civilians, who were 
sorely beset in these Units tor any place oi 
privacy, the young city beisg built around 
in spots and beset with thousands of the 
worst vagabonds m the world. Emigrants 
were arriving in that year to the amount 
of nearly 00,000, and Grant perhaps, hoped 
that he might make a little something to 
send his wife .who was still at tit. Louis, 
wondering when she would ever rejoin 
him. But them was no no one to attend 
the billiard saloon except hired people, 
who were smitten with the gambling pro­ 
pensity of tho .city, and econ made way 
with the receipts. 
Dirappointed again, 
but uttering no complaint, the Captain 
remained rn his distant barrack, watching 
the Indians, and going down to the little 
village of Eureka sometimes to eee if there 
was any mail. 
This was the dullest place Grant ever 
got to, though there were plenty of disci­ 
pline to be enforced. He never was much 
of a banter nor fisherman, a poor billiard 
player, and averse to dancing. 
There was an Irishman at Eureka by 
the name of Ryan, who afterward built an 
ironclad man-of-war. He made consider­ 
able money from the officers, and sat out a 
barrel of whisky for their consumption, 
which proved to be the most remarkable 
barrel of whisky thai ever came into his­ 
torical notice; tor lo the effort to tackle it 
the Captain found the only thing he could 
not beat. One of his superior officers raid 
to him one day: “Grant you are not inter­ 
ested here and are separated from your 
wife, and are losing your grit. Tha disci­ 
pline is so exact on this coast that you are 
liable to be reported .and pat to trouble 
whenever you are abient or missing. \ ou 
will do a great deal belter by resigning 
and doing something in the way oi civil 
life 
B in this way Kyan s barrel die-poscsscd the 
army of a quartermasters captain but 
placed in a more eligible part of the coun­ 
try a very capable soldier, ready for occu­ 
pation in actual wart fare and with the 
additional stimulation of necessity; for 
Grant was now to have seven years of ret! 
hard times, when everything seemed to 
close in upon him and the horizon every­ 
where to have a black cloud. 
HE DESIGNS AND COMES BACK. 
His resignation, however, was to his 
liking. He could have stayed in the army 
lf be would make certain promises and be 
subjected to somebody's caprices, but he 
said: “No, I am tired of ibis lite, and 
will soldier no more till there is another 
war.” 
We may imagine Mr. Gram s feelings on 
his way back to New York by steamer. 
He was 32 years old, with two children, 
and all his education and military expe­ 
rience had gone for nothing I He had been 
compelled to borrow a little money in San 
Francisco, asd must ask for more when 
he reached New York to take him to ti:. 
Louis, where he was to Had a wile who 
had been looking for him for two years 
with loving anxiety, and to tell her that he 
had lost his commission, was without a 
cent, and must find something to do. 
It must have been a long, long trip to 
Gram; but he did not slop on the road nor 
fiy from the paint ul necessity of meeting 
her and saying the worst, There have 
been many men cl such cowardice under 
the circumstances that they would have 
dropped off somewhere; perhaps gone fili­ 
bustering with Mr. Walker to Central 
America.or plunged into the mining camps 
and set up a little game. Grant merely 
made up bls mind that he would ask no­ 
body about the War Department or the 
army to restore his commhsion ; but he 
would go to farming, as he had done when 
a boy and working for other farmers by 
the day's job. 
At Governor’s Island, New York, he 
borrowed some more money and went on 
to S ackets Harbor, where his old Califor­ 
nia sutler owned him quite a sum. This 
man would not pay him a penny, though 
confessing the debt; but Gram, though Le 
had it in his power, never treated him 
other than as a respectable acquaintance. 
He had expected with this money to be 
able to reach his wile and lay something 
in her lap. It amounted to about f 1,000 
and would have been a sufficient present 
to add to his welcome home. Now the last 
chance was gone, and he had to bend to 
his stern old father, Jesse Grant, who knew 
the value of money and the penalty of 
careless habits. 


LITE AT HARDSCRABBLE. 
it stood three-(purlers ol a mile ire rn 
the old limestone house of Colonel Dent, 
with its double piazrtm and lung lines of 
locust trees. Grant, however, preferred a 
house of his own, and built one of logs, 
which he called “Hardscrabble." At dif­ 
ferent times Grant lived rn all these houses, 
aud there he spent lour years. 
ilia lather-! n-inw had presented Grant’s 
wife with sixty acres. Besides, Mrs. Grant 
had a few slaves, presented by her father. 
Grant raised his log house with the help of 
the negroes, planted potatoes and wheat, 
and carted all L*s cord-wood, and relied in 
winter for ready money on what he could 
scil the wood for in tit, Louis. He also 
sold a joie wood to Jefferson Barracks, 
whence he had gone to court his wife. He 
got but f t a cord for the wood after hew­ 
ing, loading, and drawing it to a market. 
When he took the woad to town he woro 
a blue, army overcoat, which was a subject 
of much alarm to the better-dressed army 
Officers with whom he sometimes stopped 
to dine at the Planters’ House. Now and 
then these officers would drive out to 
Grant’s place aud enjoy themselves with 
his sincere talk and his wife’s affability, bat 
would generally shake their heads coming 
hack, and hold to their commissions the 
tighter. 
tio came the year 185*3 and the nomina­ 
tion oi Captain Fremont to be President, 
and then Mrs. Grant lost her mother, who 
had always believed that Ulysses was re­ 
served for some large use. 
Grant cist his vote against Fremont, be­ 
cause Grant Lad about three negroes 
and a prejudice against Abolitionists, and 
no confidence in Fremont’s stability. 
He 
often told this story against himself as an 
illustration of how a little interest will ef­ 
fect a man’s reasonable powers aod acts. 
Grant’s habits on the tit. Louis farm were 
industrious as those of any farmer In Mis­ 
souri 
With the hard labor his back be­ 
came bent, and he suffered from rheuma­ 
tism, and his wile saw with pain that he 
was growing prematurely old. 
Yet he 
could not pay the family expenses, perhaps 
from the want ol thrift which attends all 
families raised among slaves. He owed his 
father-in-law f 2,OJO, and had not paid his 
own father the borrowed money back, and 
he seemed to see on all si lea a reminis­ 
cence, an obstacle, or a barrier. 


VERY, VERY TOOR ! 
Little moro than two years belore the 
war, when the border fighting was just 
oyer in the next titate of Kansas, Grant 
went into a real-estatc collection agency 
with a person by tho name of Hoggs, leav* 
mg his wife out on the farm. He slept in 
a room in tit. Louis without a carpet, oq a 
camp bed, and his own washstand was a 
chair. 
Every Saturday night he walked 
ten miles out to Hardscrabble, and back 
again Monday morning. 
There was little 
in the business, aud in the spring of 1801 
be sold his larmiog 
tools and live 
stock, and rented 
out 
the 
country 
place. Mrs. Grant left tho log house in 
the country with its low bedroom story 
and appearances of pioneer poverty, and, 
coming into town, took a house at f 25 a 
month in an unpieacant quarter near the 
river. Eleven years before she had been 
m im ed to her husband in a respectable 
house in the best quarter, tide 
had 
strong qualities, and believed that there 
was something in Grant if he was kept up 
to his work. 
Grant had chills and could hardly walk 
to the omnibus to ride homo of nights. He 
finally traded his log house rn the country 
and tho tract of ground for a frame cottage 
In the suburbs of tit. L ou d o n which there 
was a mortgage of 11,509. This mortgage 
was assumed by the original owner, who 
failed to pay it, an i while Grant was con­ 
ducting the great siege of Vicktburg he was 
a patty to a small civil suit on this subject 
in tit. Louis. 
It is related that, in the midst of all 
these anxieties, when his house was scanti­ 
ly tarnished and things seemed to be run­ 
ning down more and more. Grant took the 
greatest interest in studying up the Italian 
war, poring over maps, and making criti­ 
cisms on tne strategy. 
In brief, the collection firm of Boggs A 
Grant could not keep two families, and 
Grant applied for the office of County En­ 
gineer at tit. Louis. Among his indorsers 
were W. S. Hilly cr, (afterward on his stall), 
G. W. Eishback, Mayor Overstollz, and 
Messrs. Blow, O'Fallon, and Charles A. 
Pope. He was rejected, as a Democrat,— 
the Board being Republican. 
Thus the future President of the United 
States wa9 refused by a board of politicians 
the office of keepmg the roads of the coun­ 
ty in order. It was this same duty of Road 
Commissioner that John Tyler accepted in 
Virginia, after lie left the Presidency.

GALENA THE TALISMAN. 
His father wrote to the two brothers in 
Galena that Ulysses had come back poor, 
not very well, and ta all extremities to ask 
employment. 
The brothers 
give the late Captain Grant $ 
or $50 a month, or about $11 a week. 
No doubt It was said: “Father offered 
Ulyeses work and an interest in the tan- 
aery when he was foolish enough to go to 
West Point seventeen years ago. And 
now, with all his military pride stripped 
from him, he has to come back and be oar 
clerk, and work in leather like the rest of 
us.” 
Grant moved to Galena about thirteen 
months before Fort Sumpter was fired 
upon. He rented a house tor $125 a year 
and his wife kept no domestic servant, but 
washed the dishes and the clothes, did the 
•weeping and the chamber work, and 
helped to make the children's clothes. Col. 
Fred. was now IO years old, and Nellie 
toddling about at the age of 5. Mrs. Graal 
said her prayers, as she had done from 
chlldhoood, every night and morning. 
Galena, too, had been an army post, aud 
had its military traditions. Grant cared 
nothing tor theme as he climbed the two 
hundred steps to his house on the top of 
the bluff at least twice a day. In the store 
he smoked a d ay pipe, weighed leather, 
bought hides, and carried them in on his 
shoulders. 
Yet he was cot adapted to sell 
g o d sen d did not keep the run of prices tor 
the numerous articles In the store, aud his 
brother Orville, thirteen years his junior, 
was his boss.

* His lather, however, sent the next sod, 
ti im peon Grant, since dead, to bring Ulys­ 
ses home. The old man had moved from 
Bethel in Ohio to Covington, Ky., still 
sticking to the tannery business ; tanning 
in Kentucky and selling his leather in Cin­ 
cinnati and Illinois. Grant then went to 
Mr. Dent's house in St. Louis, and alter a 
brie! visit brought his wife back to Cov­ 
ington to stay about two months. 
They were wondering what they would 
get to do. Old Mr. Dent, while hospitable, 
was also a business man like Jesse Grant, 
and knew the value of money and the ne­ 
cessity or salting it away in one’s youth. 
But the Dent boys, Fred and Louis, stood 
up for their sister and her husband. 
UTL is Louis Dent was rather a brilliant 
character,—a lawyer 
who had earned 
thiogs by storm at tbs tiaa Francisco Bar, 
but fell out of favor and them bought a 
terry over the tit&nislaus River near titock 
ton. 
With some of his fees he had put up 
a good cottage on his father's farm, which 
he called “ Wish ton wish.” It was finally 
agreed that Grant had better take his wile 
and children and go out on the I aim and 
Occupy this collage. 


THE SHADOW OF DAD LUCK. 
We have now traced this distinguished 
man through the long period of his early 
marriage, obscurity, decay, and, finally, 
poverty, down to the lowest notch in his 
career. 
He had not enough influence lo 
himself, and with the aid of the Dent fam­ 
ily, which had lived so long in tit. Louis, 
to cummaod enough customers to collect 
rents, nor lo get a mere cleikship under the 
City 
Government, 
lie 
had not good 
clothes to wear, and could not bye any­ 
where within the better quarter of the 
town. 
Ilia family had increased to four 
children, of whom the third, Nellie, after­ 
ward the belle ol the White House, was 
bora in the old house out on the prairie 
farm. 
What was he to do for these chil­ 
dren ? There was but one hope in rever­ 
sion, and that was in the little fortune saved 
by his father, out of which some money 
might come to him at the old gentleman’s 
death ; but Jesse Grant had been discour­ 
aged in his eon, and In 1855 had retired 
from active business and left his tannery 
and store at Galena to his other sons, 
tiimpsoc and Orville. To Galena Graal 
had made a visit in the eumrner of 1850, 
and it occurred to him that if he would 
visit his father the old man might give him 
some Interest or connection with the Galena 
house. He was now absolutely out ol 
work, and it was the spring of 18G9. He 
had been put in the Custom House one 
month, hut lost his friend there and his 
tilary with him. 
In the vm ter of 1859 Grant actually 
went

Louis a-kmg any kind of employment. 
He once applk I to be a teamster to team 
<^aarterma;ter’d stores out i i New Mexico. 
Kneeled from tho loffice of Surveyor he 
applied to be made County Engineer, but 
there was no opening. 
Yet such Is the 
evenness cf his temper, his patience and 
ialth, that Mrs. Grant recalls their hard 
years in St. Louis as among the most pleas­ 
ant of her live. 
Grant was dependent 
upon her sympathy, and she gave it cour­ 
ageously, always saylngcto her neighbors 
that her husband was qualified for any 
trust in the country, that he had not the 
tict to commend himself, but when giren 
anything to do none could do it butter. 
His wife s consideration in those days so 
strengthened her in Grant’s plain nature 
that she has at this moment more Influ­ 
ence with him than all other persons in 
tho world. The .recollection of their de­ 
cline and anxiety made her always con­ 
siderate to poor and dsscrvlng people, and 
thus in the White House she made thous­ 
ands of hearty, loyal friends among the 
middle and lower classes, whose influence 
13 felt to-day iu the ground-swell for Grant 
that comes up from the tempted, the cour­ 
ageous, the* long-suffering, and the poor, 
identifying bim and her as of themselves, 
children of sorrow au l acquainted with 
grief. 


HU TATUEU’s LAST GIFT. 
When Grant went to see his stern old 
lather at Covington, opposite the city of 


party. 
He did not vote at the Presidential elec­ 
tion of 1869 as far as is known, doubting 
whether he was a citizen of the titate of 
Illinois at that time. The night of the 
Presidential election a party sat up at the 
leather store awauiug the returns, aud 
Grant was with them. They all took some­ 
thing to drink but himself. 
As soon as the election was oyer the 
spirit of West Point returnci to this ob­ 
scure m&u, and ho begin to lear that there 
was danger in the air aud probably civil 
war. He wrote a letter at this time, when 
he wa9 unknown to anybody of fame, to a 
friend in Missouri, showing a keen intui­ 
tion into politics: 
* I have no doubt that at least five States 
will secede from the Union. Then with 
the present granny of ao Executive (Bu­ 
chanan) some foolish policy will doubtless 
be pursued which will give the seceding 
States the support aud sympathy of the* 
Southern Stales that don’t go out. 
You 
must provide office for the pro-slavery sol­ 
diers who have come back from Kansan, 
or some of them may declare Missouri out 
of the Union.” 
Grant’s conviction deepencJ, from bis 
knowledge of the Southern temperament 
which he had obtained in the Mexican 
war, and of the feelings of army m^n who 
were studying the political situation, that 
there would be a war, and a mg one
